He says 
that the U. S. A. should let the millions of those countries 
go right on and starve to death before they increase to 
such numbers as to destroy us. Now lay the following 
words from the lips of Pharaoh down beside these of Vogt 
and see if they aren’t repetitions with the same hellish, 
bestial spirit pulsating in every letter, word, and punctua- 
tion: 

“Come on, let us deal wisely with them; lest they multi- 
ply, and it come to pass, that, when there falleth out any 
war, they join also unto our enemies, and fight against us, 
and so get them up out of the land,” Exod.1:10. 

Would it not be reasonable to say to this high-powered, 
horn-tooting, pessimistic alarmist that any man, woman, 
or child in the world has as much right to live as does he, 
and any father and mother has as much right to have a 
boy as his parents had, and any young man and woman as 
much right to love, romance, and matrimony as he and his 
sweetheart did, if he was that lucky? 

Abraham Lincoln, with no Malthusian thought what- 
ever, predicted that by 1930 the U.S.A. would havea 
population of 250,000,000.

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TRANSFERS 


There have been times wnen members of our church 
who are in good standing, move to another community and 
request the clerk of the church where they are attending 
services to apply for a transfer from the church where 
their membership is. It is rather puzzling to me why many 
times these transfers are held up week after week until 
the members become discouraged due to the fact that they 
do not seem to be considered much. Let me advise that 
when a transfer is called for, either by the individual or 
through the clerk of the church, upon proper instruction, 
this matter should be taken up within a reasonable time. 
This does not mean after two or three or five months, or 
maybe a year or two, or after four or five letters have to be 
written, and finally the pastor and district overseer write 
and it comes through. I think that if the members are in 
good standing, there could be a called conference, with the 
consent of the district overseer and the transfer could

The Full Gospel Youth Rally in 
Hollywood Bowl was a great success, 
a great occasion, a great gathering, a 
great fellowship, “Pentecost on the 
march.”

and desert, his home; wild beasts, his 
companions; and camel skin, his 
clothing. Yet, the force of that un- 
compromising message reached the 
sinful conscience of the leader of the 
old Jewish church. It made old Herod 
tremble on his throne. 

His text was, “Repent, for the king- 
dom of heaven is at hand.” Eagerly, 
men cried out, “What shall we do?” 
John told them, “Prepare ye the way 
of the Lord, make his paths straight. 
Every valley shall be filled, and every 
mountain and hill shall be brought 
low; and the crooked shall be made 
straight, and the rough ways shall be 
made smooth; and all flesh shall see 
the salvation of God.” God is still 
looking for uncompromising preachers 
like John the Baptist. True, it cost 
him his head and his ministry lasted 
only about six months, but in that 
short time he did more good than all 
the compromising, self-seeking, hire- 
ling ministers of his age. “He, being 
dead, yet speaketh.” He still lives. God 
found John the Baptist to be the man.

DUMB MAN SPEAKS 
Quiche, Guatemala. 


Dear Brother Walker: 

Another month has sped by and it’s 
time to give an account of ourselves 
in Guatemala. 

First, I wish to say we are all very 
sorry to hear of Brother Walker’s 
accident, and hope that his condition 
by now is much more favorable than 
when we heard of him last. We have 
been praying for him and also have 
sent him a cable from us all. Poor fel- 
low, it will be hard on him to stay in 
a hospital. We heard the news through 
Martha in a letter from Cleveland. 

In Guatemala, our wet season is 
soon over, and that will mean a 
change from mud to dust in travel- 
ing over the roads; however, we are 
glad we have something to carry us 
over them, and we generally get there, 
although not as quickly as we’d like 
to. 

On our way to Guatemala City, 
from where we are writing this, we 
stopped out in the mountain for spe- 
cial service in an Indian village. Four 
Indians were baptized, and we had a 
shouting time among the tall pines 
on the mountainside after we climbed 
up to the little hut halfway buried 
in the side of the steep slope. 

After the two services, we climbed 
back to the main highway, over one 
of the worst roads for a car that we 
have been on for some time, and then 
on to Guatemala City with the satis- 
faction that we had visited another 
place among the Indians we had not 
known before. We ate heavy tamales 
that stuck to our stomachs, and a 
special dish of highly spiced chicken 
which we washed down with oatmeal 
water. Praise the Lord, it all seemed 
seasoned with the love of God. 

Our work is moving forward on 
every frontier. In Playitas (I think I 
mentioned perhaps in my last letter) 
there was a good convention held last 
month. Refreshing showers of the 
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Holy Spirit were enjoyed and the 
saints encouraged, which is so much 
needed in these days. In the same 
direction, a little closer to our head- 
quarters here in the capital, some 
twelve souls came to the Lord in an- 
other convention and the interest was 
very outstanding among the people of 
the town. 

On the other side, in the altitudes, 
six souls accepted the Lord in one 
place and two families knelt for 
prayer in another district, or near the 
place mentioned above. In another 
place, a dumb boy was prayed for by 
one of our workers, and when the 
prayer was finished, the dumb boy 
said, “Amen!” 

The new place we have opened in 
Guatemala City is a little better than 
a tumbled-down shack. Help us with 
your prayers, please. We are praying 
for you there.

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The Baptism of the Holy Ghost 
Scripturally Sustained 


By Rev. §. A. Bixler 


“And when the day of Pentecost 
was fully come, they were all with 
one accord in one place. And sudden- 
ly there came a sound from heaven as 
of a rushing mighty wind, and it filled 
all the house where they were sitting. 
And there appeared unto them cloven 
tongues like as of fire, and it sat up- 
on each of them. And they were all 
filled with the Holy Ghost, and began 
to speak with other ‘tongues, as the 
Spirit gave them utterance,” Acts 2:1- 
4. 

Possibly nothing has so stirred the 
so-called religous world in these last 
days as the preaching of Pentecost, 
or the experience of being baptized 
with, or in, the Holy Spirit. But these 
criticisms have only stirred many to 
open a dust-covered Bible and peruse 
its pages, to see for themselves what 
saith the Scriptures concerning this 
strange doctrine (to them) of God’s 
Word. They have found it to be scrip- 
tural, and many of them are now en- 
joying a “like precious faith” (2 Peter 
1:1) with us. 

Many people seem not to be able 
to discern between being born “of the 
Spirit” and being filled “with, or bap- 
tized in, the Spirit.” Some contend 
that one is not saved until he has 
been baptized in the Spirit, but surely 
none could question Jesus about the 
matter, and none would believe that 
he had called a number of men to 
preach the gospel who were sinners, 
or men not qualified for this high 
calling. In John 3:3, “And Jesus an- 
swered and said unto him (Nicodem- 
us), Verily, verily, I say unto you, ex- 
cept a man be born again, he cannot 
see the kingdom of God.” This scrip- 
ure is concrete evidence to prove that 
the “new birth,” being born “of the 
Spirit,” is the first experience in sal- 
vation. Matthew, Luke, and John, in 
their writings, prove to us that Christ’s 
followers, or disciples, were born 
“again” or “converted” long before the 
“day of Pentecost,” when they were 
all filled, or baptized, with the Holy 
Ghost and all spake with tongues, and 
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surely no one would say these men 
had not already been converted (born 
again) before they went into the up- 
per room. To further prove that they 
were disciples before Pentecost, let us 
look at Matt. 10:1, “And when he had 
called his disciples.” So they were 
saved then, but had not been filled 
“with the Spirit” according to Acts 
2:4. 

Jesus also told them in Matt. 10:12, 
13, “When you enter into a house, 
salute it. And if that house be worthy, 
let your peace come upon it.” So these 
men had the peace of God. And in 
Rom. 5:1,2. “Therefore, being justified 
by faith, we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ.” Also, 
in Luke 10:20, Jesus told them to 
“rather rejoice because your names 
are written in heaven.” Already saved, 
but not filled with the Holy Ghost. 


The prophets of old were moved by 
the Holy Ghost, 2 Peter 1:20, 21, 
“knowing this first, that no prophecy 
of the Scripture is of any private 
interpretation. For the prophecy 
came not in old time by the will of 
man: but the holy men of God spake 
as they were moved by the Holy 
Ghost.” These men were not bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost then, for in 
John 7:37-39 we read, ‘“‘In the last day, 
that great day of the feast, Jesus 
stood and cried, saying, If any man 
thirst, let him come unto me, and 
drink. He that believeth on me, as the 
scripture hath said, out of his belly 
shali flow rivers of living water. (But 
this spake he of the Spirit, which 
they that believed on him should re- 
ceive: for the Holy Ghost was not yet 
given; because that Jesus was not yet 
glorified) .” These people were saved 
for they were “believers,” but they 
should receive (future tense), so His 
believers were to receive some experi- 
ence later—SHOULD RECEIVE.

is great experience did not stop 
Pentecost but continued to spread, 
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and in Acts, 19th chapter, more than 
twenty years after Pentecost, “Paul 
having passed through the upper 
coast came to Ephesus: and finding 
certain disciples,” saved folks and 
said unto them, “Have ye received the 
Holy Ghost since ye believed?” The 
Greek Testament reads, “Having be- 
lieved (past tense) they answered and 
said, We have not heard whether 
there be a Holy Ghost. Only they had 
been baptized with John’s baptism 
(water), so Paul laid his hands on 
them, and the Holy Ghost came upon 
them, (how do we know?) and they 
spake with tongues and prophesied.” 

These folks were honest-hearted, 
but could not receive that which they 
had not heard their preacher preach 
and knew nothing about. Just like 
many hundreds today who will gladly 
accept this great experience if some- 
one, who has the experience them- 
selves as evidence, will tell them 
about it. So here these folks spoke 
with tongues when the Holy Ghost 
came in, 

In the tenth chapter of Acts, 44th 
verse, “While Peter yet spake these 
words, the Holy Ghost fell on all them 
which heard the word. And the circum-

cision which believed were astonished, 
as many as came with Peter, because 
that on the Gentiles also was poured 
out the gift of the Holy Ghost,” for 
they “heard them speak with tongues” 
and magnify God. Peter told the 
crowd there that these had received 
the Holy Ghost like they did at the 
beginning (day of Pentecost), for 
they all then spake with tongues who 
received Him. 

We see again, in Acts 8:5-18, “Then 
Philip went down to the city of 
Samaria, and preached Christ unto 
them.” In the 6th verse we are told 
that the people with one accord gave 
heed unto these things which Philip 
spake, and “from this preaching 
many were baptized, both men, and 
women.” So the apostles had heard 
that Samaria had received the Word 
of God, and they sent unto them 
Peter and John, not to preach the 
gospel to them, no; Phillip had al- 
ready done this, but as the 15th verse 
says, “Who, when they were come 
down, prayed for them, (what for?) 
that they might receive the Holy 
Ghost.”

My dear Brother: It is true that we 
cannot claim perfection for our fin- 
ancial system, yet I am convinced 
that it is as good or better than that 
to be found,in any other denomi- 
nation. Most ministers in the Church 
of God have had the experience of 
preaching for charity and working for 
a livelihood, and even though it meant 
sacrifice and hardships, yet, in most 
cases, the minister looks back with a 
degree of delight upon those days. 
In fact, most of the self-supporting 
churches look back to the time they 
were not financially able to support 
a pastor, and there was no state or 
general treasury on which the pastor 
could draw. Under normal conditions, 
however, the circumstance is different 











today, and where there is surplus 
money in the local and state treasur- 
ies, the ruling of the General Assem- 
bly provides that the underpaid mini- 
sters are to receive help. Here are the 
rulings: 
LOCAL CHURCH TREASURY 

“The remaining surplus to be used 
for the benefit of the ministry as may 
be decided by the state overseer, pas- 
tor, and the local church.” 

STATE TREASURY 

“That the state board be authorized 
to use the surplus tithes in supple- 
menting the salaries of underpaid 
pastors and evangelists.” Amended.— 
38th A., p. 30. P. 180, 1946 Minutes.—

“But for what purpose was the Holy 
Spirit given? Certainly not for the 
sanctification of the souls of the peo- 
ple: this they had on believing in 
Jesus Christ. It was a miraculous gift 
of the Spirit which was thus com- 
municated, the speaking with dif- 
ferent tongues.” 

Matthew Henry, commenting on 
Acts the 8th chapter, says, “We may 
take encouragement from this ex- 
ample in praying to God to give the 
renewing graces of the Holy Ghost to 
those whose spiritual welfare we are 
concerned for, for our children, our 
friends, our ministers. We should pray 
earnestly that they may receive the 
Holy Ghost, for this includes all bless- 
ings, They laid their hands on them 
to signify that their prayers were an- 
swered, that the gift of the Holy Spir- 
it was conferred upon them, for upon 
the use of this sign they received the 
Holy Ghost and spake with tongues.” 

Now some say that all cannot speak 
with tongues. 1 Cor. 14:5, “I would 
that ye all spake with tongues.” The 
20th Century Version reads, “Now, I 
want you all to speak with tongues.” 
And Paul says, in 1 Cor. 14:18, “I 
thank my God I speak with tongues 
more than ye all.” 

We must hasten to conclusion. 
Some ask, “Can all believers of today 
have the Holy Ghost?” Joel 2:28, 
“And it shall come to pass afterward, 
that I will pour out my spirit upon all 
flesh.” So Joel says all flesh can have 
Him when He pours Him out in the 
last days. Read Acts 2:37-39, and you 
will see this blessing is promised to 








believers. 

We are told by a Baptist lawyer, 
Elmer C. Miller, that the great re- 
former, Martin Luther, had this great 
experience. He said, “Dr. Martin 
Luther was a prophet, evangelist, 
speaker in tongues and interpreter.” 
The Encyclopedia Britannica, Vol. 19, 
Page 241, gives this account: “The re- 
vival movement was greatly strength- 
ened by the evangelistic tour in 
America of George Whitefield. Seven 
times Whitefield visited Amerca, be- 
tween 1739 and 1770, making preach- 
ing tours from New England to Geor- 
gia. The last phase of the American 
Revival was the Virginia awakening, 
first among the Presbyterians, then 
among the Baptists, and finally 
among the Methodists, and continu- 
ing from 1760 to 1790. One of the 
most remarkable revivals of modern 
times was that which swept over the 
western part of the United States, 
during the years 1797-1805, and was 
called the Great Revival of the West, 
or the Kentucky Revival.” 

It had its beginning among the 
Presbyterians, but soon spread to the 
Baptist and Methodists, and eventual- 
ly affected all churches. Meetings 
were held in the woods and were at- 
tended by great emotional excitement, 
people often falling unconscious, or 
being taken with such strange exer- 
cises as the “shakes,” or the “ jerks,” 
or the “laughing,” or the “barking” 
exercises. So from these accounts 
these churches then had the same 
experiences as we had on the day of 
Pentecost. 

From Scripture, history, records of 
great revivals, and testimonies of 
many, possibly several million people 
have received this Pentecostal experi- 
ence, and many more will receive it if 
they will fully surrender to God and 
obey Him. 

I speak from my own experience as 
well. I received the baptism in the 
Spirit some twenty-seven years ago 
in Illinois, and it has been my Com- 
fort and Guide up until this hour. May 
God help all honest readers to accept 
the power of God and this great rest, 
the Holy Ghost. Yes, it is for all be- 
lievers today. God bless you all. Amen.
